OCCASIONS SINCE RECEIPT OF REF C. UK REP (CROMARTIE) 

AT SEPT. 18 MEETING FINALLY SAID THAT, AS MOST RECENT 
DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN UK AND FRG ON THIS HAVE BEEN HELD 
IN LONDON, US BEST BET IS TO INQUIRE IN FCO. CROMARTIE 
ALSO DISCLAIMED ANY EXPERTISE ON THIS "VERY COMPLICATED" 
MATTER. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION, HE NAMED ADRIAN 
RUSSELL OF LEGAL DIVISION AS MOST KNOWLEDGEABLE OFFICE

(REF A) WOULD BE SUFFICIENT FOR TIME BEING. FOCUS OF 
FRG PRESSURE WILL BE ON UK AND WE WILL BE IN POSITION, 
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WHEN OUR OWN TALKS ON THIS WITH GDR BEGIN, TO BENEFIT 
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FROM BRITISH EXPERIENCE.
